parallel^ that 
divides 


Korea into two separate countries. 
The upper, smaller part is north 
of the line.

presidential fact-finding board

the steel labor dispute took over 
one of the nation's biggest econom- 
ic questions today—should there be 
a "fourth round" of postwar wage 
increases? 


The three-man board 
was ap- 


pointed last 
night 
by President 


Iruman to end a tense 72 hours 
sneculation over whether the steel 
industry, or a big part of it, would 
be shut down indefinitely today. 


The board's recommendations on 


wages, pensions and insurance is- 
sues in the steel dispute won't be 
binding on either the industry or 
Philip. Murary's ClO-Steelworkers. 
But the White House hopes it will 
point the way to a settlement. 


And how the steelworkers fare 
on their fourth 
round 
demands 


may well become a pattern for all 
industry. It has happened that way 
before.

was imperative to "liquidate the 
enemy" in order to complete the

This, is said did not mean liquidat- 
ing the Roman Catholic church en- 
tirely, but did mean 
liquidating 


"the church question." 


It said this move to crush church 


authority was especially necessary 
because of the hierarchy's hold 
on the peasantry, which must be 
broken to make way for the col- 
lectivization of farms. 


It called for the building of a 


wall between the bishops and the 
people.

primate,
